M ILKESBahhe , Pa., Feb. 10.—Intense joy 
and excitement prevail» at the little hum- 
let of Grand Tunnel over the rescue of 
three entombed miners who were iinpriS' 
oned by water rushing into the gangways 
and breasts of the Susquehanna coal col 
liery at that place on \\ \ duesdaj' of last 
week , after the firing of a blast. 
The 
names of the men are Michael Schilling 
W illiatn (. ragel, and John Riner, all well« 
k nown miners. 
They were found alive 
in the upper work ings near the outcrop, 
the water being unable to reach them 
after they managed to get out of its swirl 
when it was rushing through the mine, 
i lie party was found in an almost ex­ 
hausted condition from their 115 hours 
imprisonment, and it will require care to 
bring them through. 


T h r illin g e x p e r ie n c e o f th e M en. 
As the tacts of the wonderful 
have become k nown about the mimug 
regions the people are intensely excited. 
The experience of the men is most thrill­ 
ing. 
After they had reached a point of 
comparative safety from the flood, they 
found that only a slender piece of wood 
served to k eep back tons of loose coal 
that had fallen into the mouth of the 
cross-cut. 
\\ lien they found the inclined 
cut in the vein and climbed up its almost 
perpendicular passage they managed to 
obtain a piece of loose timber. This they 
placed across the opening of the tunnel, 
and after getting it safely lodged, climbed 
upon it for a seat. 


F o u r H a y a on a P erch . 
There they sat on this piece of timber, 
scarcely three inches wide, for over lour 
da} s. 
Behind them was the immense 
body of coal held in place by a small piece 
of ‘‘prop,” and, fearing to dislodge it, the 
men dared not even rest against it. In a 
short time their supply of oil gave out, 
and they were in total dark ness. Riner,* 
the most experienced of the men, was able 
to k eep his head in their long imprison­ 
ment, but both Cragin and Schilling at 
times became crazy. 
Cragin imagined lie 
saw a mine car, and jumped into the water 
to ride to the sloj>e with it. 
He was res- 
cued, and got back to the perch by Riner. 
Schilling was more easily managed, al­ 
though he was sobbing constantly.

Wlu U May b ® Paten ted . 
It may be of interest to readers to 
k now what may be patented. A United 
States patent will be granted to any per 
son who has invented or discovered any 
new and nseful art, machine, m anufact­ 
ure, or improvement thereof, not k nown 
or used by others in this country, and 
not patented or described in any printed 
publication in this or any other country’, 
before his discovery or invention thereof, 
and not in public use nor on sale for 
more than two years prior to his appli­ 
cation, unless the same is proved to have 
been abandoned. 
In this connection the word " a rt” 
means the process or method of produc­ 
ing an old or new result. 
If a method 
of doing anything contains one or more 
new steps the process is new and patent- 
able. 
The word "machine” means any de-* 
vice or thing by means .» f which a me­ 
chanical result may be produced, such 
as a pin, a cliurn, or a locomotive. 
The word “ manufacture” means a 
made up article, such as furniture, cloth-’ 
¡g, harness, and the thousands ot tilings 
which are offered fur sale. 
“Composition of 
m atter” means a 
chemical compound of ingredients, such 
Is hard rubber, liquid glue, medicine, 
tc. 
Patents may also 
obtained for de­ 
igns for manufactures and work s of art, 
for three, seven and ten years. 
Trademark s may bo registered for any 
arbitrary sign or symbol which is not 
descriptive; the government fee is $25. 
Such mark s are the exclusive property 
of the registrar for thirty years, and the 
time may be extended. 
A “label” is any descriptive tag, print 
or impression to be placed upon any ar­ 
ticle or its case, and it may be registered 
for twenty-eight years. The government 
fee for a “ label’ is $6; but if it contains 
any special mark or symbol the office de­ 
cide'« it to be a trademark instead of a 
label.—Youth's Companion. 


Th e Bible o f th e Bu d .lh lsU. 
The bible of the sect is not without 
beauty and high moral as well as poetic 
conceptions. 
There is much iu it of the 
nature of mythology and mysticism, 
which Buddhists do not pretend to un­ 
derstand themselves, yet there is much 
to admire. 
From a book of extracts and 
translations from the Buddhist bible I 
give a few example« : 
"The perfect man is lik e the lily, un­ 
soiled by the mud in which it grows.” 
Another: “ The j>erfect man will not bo 
angry with him who brings him evil re­ 
ports of himself, lest he 
Ik* not able to 
judge truthfully of the matter whereof 
he is accused. ' 
Its moral code contains 
such rules as “ Do not steal;” "Do not 
lie; ’ "Do not k ill;” "Do not bo a drunk ­ 
ard; 
“ Do not to another what you 
would not 
wish done to yourself.” 
From those examples it may l>e observed 
how nearly their moral law runs parallel 
with our own; and that this has exerted 
a potent influence in farming the Chi­ 
nese character is evident. 
Also, that 
they cover the cardinal rales of right 
living in good society none will question. 
The system oilers motives in the way 
of rewards for right living and punish­ 
ments of evil doing. 
It develops symp­ 
athy, the source of many virtues. 
It 
teaches the equality pf all men. 
One 
man is better or worse than another 
only as he observes the laws of good so­ 
ciety or break s them.—W. G. Benton in 
Popular Science.

One of the lost arts, provided it ever 
existed, was the malleable glass of the 
ancients. 
The Egyptians and the Phoe­ 
nicians made glass—for many early spec­ 
imens remain—fully 2,ooo years B. C. 
In the reign of Tiberius a person ap­ 
peared in Rome who claimed that he had 
im e ii ted indexible glass. 
The story 
tells that he produced a glass vase, 
\\ hich he cast on the marble floor with 
vehemence, so as to bond it, but restored 
its shape with a few blows from a ham- 
m< r, and that, fit the solicitation of a 
mob of artificers, wdio feared that the 
new process might supersede the use of 
1 heir vessels of metals, the emperor re­ 
tained the glass vase, but ordered the in­ 
genious artist to be put to death. 
Since then two or three other persons 
claimed the discovery of a process for 
mak ing malleable glass, but nothing 
came of it. 
The art, however, is scarce­ 
ly “ lost, 
for in the glass houses of 
Murano, close to Venice, they mak e 
glass plates which can be l>ent and 
thrown about without break ing, hut 
will not bear to be hammered.

A ll M a il M a tter la C o u n ted . 
Persons who read the reports of the 
number of pieces of mail m atter handled 
at the New York postoffice may have 
wondered how the figures were obtained. 
The explanation is simple: Every piece 
was actually counted. 
Every employer 
who stamps mail m atter must k eep an 
accurate account of the number of pieces 
he handles and must mak e a daily report 
of the amount of work he has done. 
He 
m ust not only give the grand total, but 
tell what part was in each of the four 
classes of mail matter, and also how the 
pieces reached the postoffice. 
The letters, etc., are mailed at the 
postoffice, in which case they fire k nown 
as "drops,” collected by carriers, arrive 
by trains, or, in the case of foreign 
matter, are brought by steamers. 
A 
report must bo made of every piece 
that comes in by any one of these ways. 
When one considers that an average 
of about 600,000 letters alone reach the 
general postoffice here every day, it will 
be seen that the task of counting them 
is a big one. 
Let a person count 1,000 
and then try to get some idea of the 
labor involved iu k eeping a record of 
1,000 times that many, and his head will 
swim at the thought. 
As the counting 
is done by a number of men, and the 
letters are subdivided into batches, the 
labor is not so enormous as might at 
first be supposed.—New York Tribune.
